A current of gold, like the 'current of 
the Mississippi, ti iws unceasingly out­ 
ward to the owners of European steam­ 
ship lines. {Standing on the edge of this 
flow of our nation’s life blood, native 
dupes and hired foreign emissaries are 
screaming for * an alteration of our tariff 
that shall permit the importation, free 
of duty, of ships in pieces, madejn E n ­ 
gland, Belgium, and Germany to be pat to­ 
gether here by foreign labor in yards 
owned by foreigners. They cry, “Free 
ships !’* Bot the freedom of an American 
ship under a “ free materials” tariff 
would be freedom to rot in her dock for 
w*Dt of employment. The freedom that 
tariff would give to American seamen 
would be freedom to starve. The free­ 
dom that tariff would give to thousands 
of American iron and steel workmen now 
in and around our shipyards woald be 
freedom to sit idle and see foreigners 
take their places and do their work. 
This is the point exiotly. With the 
plan of free ships and free material 
would inevitably come rotten ships in 
American docks, and starving workmen. 
As bas been suggested in the Gazette 
several times, the only way to re-establish 
American ship-building and to place the 
Ameucan lleg on the oceans of the world 
is to do what England is doing, what 
France is doing, and what Germany is 
doing--to protect the hag by subsides 
that shall make it possible for American 
ships to sail as proudly on any sea a9 
those of any other country. 
Here is an­ 
other thought: — 
“ A nation bounded by two oceans, as 
ours is; whose climate range is from 
tropical to arctic; whose various soils oan 
produce everything needed by 
man; 
which does not supply itself within it­ 
self with every requirement, and imple­ 
ment of civilization, at war or in peace, 
from raw materials to finished products, 
is not free. 
She is enslaved precisely to 
the degree of her dependence on foreign 
supply.”

Both are wel I known in St. Louis. 
Bowmau was an attorney here for several 
years, and made anything but a favorable 
reputation. 
Tho killing grew out of the 
trouble between the parties over the old 
Times newspaper. 
Chambers was a large 
stockholder and principal owner of the 
paper up to the time of its demise. 
Bow­ 
man was also interested in it. 
He bought 
among other things the press franchise of 
the paper, and has been in litigation over 
the matter with Chambers ever since. 
At the hour above mentioned, Frank J. 
Bowman, Accompanied by Deputy Sheriff 
Garrett, called at Mr. Chambers’ house in 
Fergusou. 
His purpose was to levy an at­ 
tachment on Chambers’ life interest in his 
wife’s estate, or whatever other property 
he might be able to find. 
Bowman said: 
‘•I have come to levy on your property.” 
“All right,” said Mr. Chambers and he 
entered the house. 
In a few moments he 
stepped out into the yard again, and he 
then had a double-barreled shot-gun in his 
hands 
“Garrett, you get out of this placo and 
get out quick,” he said to the deputy 
sheriff. 
Garrett walked away. 
Then Mr. 
Chambers turned to Bowman and said: 
“Now, Bowman, PII give you three min­ 
utes to get out of these grounds.” 
Bowman did not move. 
In an instant 
Chambers raised the gun and poured the 
lead into Bowman’s heart. 
The men were 
standing close together, and the full load 
took effect in Bowman’s chest. 
Ho fell 
dead in the yard. 
Bowman never spoke, 
and died instantly. 
Mr. Chambers walked into the house and 
quietly remained there awaiting arrost. 
He seemed very cool and collected after 
the killing, and did not appear to think he 
had done anything hut what he had a 
right to do. 
Bowman was one of the best known 
men in St. Louis, although his reputation 
was very unsavory. 
He practiced law for 
many years here, but removed about three 
years ago to Now York. 
Previous to his 
going he figured in a couple of very 
shameful scandals. 
He sued his wife for 
divorce and afterward compromised the 
suit on her cross bill, 
paying her a 
large sum of money. 
Shortly after 
it was given out that he had married a 
woman in the East. 
As soon as this 
became known, a Chicago woman, who 
claimed a common law marriage with 
Bowman, sued him for divorce in Chicago. 
He fought the case hard, but tho courts 
decided the Chicago woman was his wife 
and gave her the divorce. 
This left Bow­ 
man very much mixed up matrimonially. 
Bowman was at one time prominent at 
the local bar, but he was disbarred sev­ 
eral years ago for crooked practices and 
since then he has largely forfeited the 
esteem of respectable persons. 
Chambers and Bowman have been at 
daggers’ ends for years. 
Chambers was 
formerly president of the Butchers’ and 
Drovers’ bank, of this city, but became a 
bankrupt twelve years ago. 
He has since 
enjoyed a big income from his wife’s es­ 
tate.

L a S a lle , 111., Oct. 2?.—A fter nearly 
six months of idleness the miners here 
have finally got their differences with the 
operators settled and work was resumed 
to-day. 
Some days ago the miners agreed 
to accept 82 & cents a ton for mining and

W ashington, O ct 22.—Gov. Wofley of 
Arizona has transm itted his annual report 
to Secretary Noble. 
It estimates the total 
population at GOU, 443, and at the last 
election it states 11,538 votes were cast. 
The Governor notes the falling off in 
m ining and an increase in agricultural 
pursuits all over the Territory. 
He at­ 
tacks the Mormon element, and says mor­ 
ally and politically they are unwelcome 
and dangerous, and their teachings and 
practices are against all established Chris­ 
tian law. 
He charges them with sending 
colonies into adjacent Territories in order 
to bold the balance of political power be­ 
tween the two parties, and thus perpetuate 
their creed. 
In 1884 he says they voted 
for a Republican delegate in Congress, 
but in 1880 and in 1888 they supported 
the Democratic candidate. 
The taxable property in the Territory is 
placed at about $30,000,000, an increase of 
$3,000,000 in the last year. 
The total ter­ 
ritorial debt is $752,OOO. 
The report recommends tho issuing of 
year territorial bonds. 
During the 
ear over 500,000 acres of land were set­ 
tled upon. 
Tho lack of railroad facilities 
staves a great trouble to the advance of 
the Territory. 
In the Salt river valley hay worth $6 
per ton, bailed, IOO miles away brings 
from $20 to $10 per ton, owing to the 
lack of transportation facilities. 
In Ph:e- 
nix lumber is worth $45 to $G0 per thous­ 
and, while less than 200 miles away it can 
be purchased for $12 to $16 a thousand. 
All told there are only 1,090 miles of ra il­ 
road in the territory. 
Stock-raising is tho principle industry, 
and is being largely pursued.

P h il a d e l p h ia , Pa., Get. 22.—The seven 
survivors of the steamer Earnmoor, which 
foundered at sea when 300 miles off Turk’s 
Island, have arrived In this city and tell 
a story of terrible suffering. 
The E arn- 
raoor struck a terrible gale Sept. 4, which 
increased in force, and at 11:30 a. m. the 
following day the vessel gave a lurch and 
foundered. 
As the steamer sank the port 
lifeboat floated off from the ship. 
The 
second officer, second and third engineers, 
four sailors, three firemen, and the cook 
clung to tho boat and scrambled in. 
An effort was made to save the rest of 
the crew, and a drag was made of the 
painter, but the boat was blown away and 
the oars wrested from the hands of the 
men so that no more could be saved. 
The 
cries of the drowning fcen, as they were 
dashed about by the mountainous waves, 
could be heard by the men in the boat. 
The boat drifted into the gulf stream and 
the air was w arm ; but this increased the 
intensity of their thirst. 
“ The horrors cf hunger on the secohd 
day became aw ful,” said Carl Crane, one 
of the survivors,' Jtoday “and it increased 
as time wore on. 
We managed to pick up 
sea-weed, which gave us a little nutrim ent 
and-on the third day a flying-fish was 
caught. 
This was immediately cut up into 
a portion for each man and devoured. 
We also captured a sea-bat and sucked 
its blood, and then ate the flesh after It 
had dried in the sun. 
The first man to die 
was a seaman named William Robinson 
and the second was the third engineer, 
Thomas Hunt. 
One night while we were 
all 
asleep, 
except 
a 
German fire­ 
man 
named 
Flaggo, 
who 
was 
on 
watch, 
he 
suddenly 
became 
insane 
a n d 
jumped 
overboard. 
W e were too weak to save him. 
We were 
without a compass, and steered by the sun 
by day and by the stars by n ig h t 
Eleven 
vessels passed us. 
One, a British bark, 
we were certain saw us, and deliberately 
left us to our fate 
When 300 miles off 
H atteras we were picked up by a schooner. 
I can not describe in words our joy at the 
sight of this deliverance. 
We were so 
weak that we had to be lifted upon the 
vessel’s deck, and one of our iheli, Ed 
Johnson, a Norwegian, fell overboard and 
was drowned.’’ 
Tha Earnmoor was largely owned in 
this city.

The 
National 
league 
championship 
season of 188J has ended and never before 
in the history of baseball championship 
contests has the race been so clo?e or so des* 
perate. 
On the last Saturday noon Boston 
and New York were each confident of win­ 
ning the pennant, while Chicago and Phila­ 
delphia wore each as equally sure that the 
third place in the race was theirs. 
As the 
result of the last day’s games New York 
steps over Boston’s head and carries off 
the pennant; Chicago wrests third place 
from Philadelphia; Cleveland and Pitts­ 
burg stand tied for fifth place. 
W ithout doubt the disappointment felt 
by lovers of the game and admirers of the 
team in Boston is bitter. W ith tho highest 
salaried team in the circuit, and one of 
the most successful team managers in the* 
country, Boston has made a strong effort 
to carry off champion honors. 
That the 
team was lookod upon as a winner by nine 
out of ten baseball enthusiasts throughout 
the country is probably true, and none 
were more confident of victory than Man­ 
ager Hart and his players. 
The sudden 
and unexplainable letdown of its strongest 
hitters, at a time when they should have 
been doing their best stick work, has be­ 
yond question hurt the team more than 
ary thing else, and is probably the princi­ 
pal cause of its defeat. 
As between Boston and New York the 
greater credit is due the latter. 
Boston 
has at no time this season played hall 
under such disadvantages as the Giants 
have faced. 
Had Hart’s aggregation been 
located on 
Manhattan island and the 
Giants at the Hub it is quite likely that 
Boston would not have been in the race 
during the last two weeks. 
There is little 
room for question a3 to which is the better 
team. 
In one point of play only has Bos­ 
ton been the equal of the Giants —its bat­ 
ting. 
When it comes to fielding, running 
basos, team work, and infield strength, the 
Gothamites are greatly the superiors of 
the Bostonians. 
It is safe to say that 
while Boston will to a great extent have 1 
the sympathy of baseball lovers every­ 
where, there are few who are not glad to 
see the Giants win their second successive 
league pennant. 
Chicago is to be congratulated upon its 
brilliant finish. 
Without its team captain, 
and with its infield broken, the home team 
has played ball which would have won the 
pennant had it been begun during the first 
half of the season. 
There are many who 
at different stages of tho race, when the 
outlook was anything but rosy for the 
Blacks, considered them out of the fight 
entirely, yet it is unlikely that these same 
prophets ever saw a cleaner game of base­ 
ball than the Chicago team put up during 
the last week of the championship season. 
W hile the season has been a bright one 
from an artistic standpoint, it has been a 
disappointment financially to all but two 
clubs in the league circuit. 
Boston has 
made a great dea} of money during the 
last six months, and Philadelphia bas done 
well, but Washington, Indianapolis, and 
Pittsburg have lost, and neither New 
York nor Chicago, in the vernacular of 
tho baseball magnate, “has made a dol­ 
la r .” 
This statement ipay, 
of course, be 
taken with a grain of allowance. Chicago 
m ay find itself with a few thousand dol­ 
lars on tho right side of the lodgor, but 
such a gain as this is not lookod upon as 
worth the season's trouble by 
baseball 
club magnates. 
Had New York been able to play tho 
season through upon the old polo grounds 
it would have made money this season, as 
it did last, but the expense of fitting up 
new grounds and tho loss of patronage 
sustained during the 
weeks the team 
played upon Staten Island have more than 
offset the receipt^ of tho season. 
The poor showing Chicago made at tho 
outset has had much to do with tile com­ 
paratively light attendance at the home 
grounds, but tho inclement weather has 
also eaten a big slice out of the Chicago 
receipts, as well as those of every other 
team in the circuit. 
W ith Pittsburg’s misfortunes the public 
is familiar, and tho fact that Indianapolis 
and Washington, though at times playing 
brilliant ball, have been unable to make 
anything better of themselves than “ tail 
enders,” has been the cause of their poor 
attendance. 
Cleveland.as a result of Its brilliant work 
in the first half of the Reason, 
proved a 
drawing card, and before it began to take 
a tumble had guaranteed itself against 
loss, although it w ill probably not now de 
clare any large dividends. 
Prom present indications the winter will 
not lack activity in base bail circles. 
Be­ 
yond question a determined effort w ill be 
made by league players during the coming 
months to complete and strengthen a cir­ 
cuit composed of brotherhood clubs which 
will next season com pete for patronage 
with the clubs of the National league. 
If 
they are*successful, next season w ill in­ 
augurate a baseball war which can only 
end with the ruin of either the league or 
the brotherhood. 
Meantime the leaguo 
will have much important legislation to 
carry through. 
A not improbable change 
w ill be discussed in the league circuit by 
which Cincinnati and Brooklyn may take 
the places of W ashington and Indian­ 
apolis in the league next season. 
Of the minor organizations of the country 
the International and Western associations 
have been fairly successful. 
In the circuit 
of the latter, Minneapolis, which last year 
lost $8,000 and dropped out of the race, 
has proved a phenomenon, and is said to 
have cleared close upon $20,000. 
St. Paul 
is said to have cleared $b,000, Milwaukee 
$4,000, and Omaha $1,000. 
But for the 
sale of Crooks to Columbus, however, the 
pennant winners would have been losers 
Denver quits with $2,000 in pocket, while 
Des Moines loses $4,000, Sioux City $6,000 
and St. Joseph $6,000. 
The International association champion 
ship season has ended. 
Detroit won the 
pennant rather easily. 


Some Interesting Correspondence* 
In connection with the recent disclosures 
in regard to the movements of the broth­ 
erhood the following correspondence be­ 
tween A. G. Spalding and John M. Ward 
is not without interest: 
In the latter part of June Mr. Spalding 
received a letter from 
the 
brotherhood 
stating thai there wrere certain grievances 
which they wished to lay before the league. 
A committee of three, with Mr. Spauld­ 
ing as chairman, was appointed for the 
purpose of meeting tho brotherhood com­ 
mittee. 
Mr. Spaulding suggested that the 
meeting be deferred till the close of the 
league seas en. 
The matter was allowed 
to drop and the brotherhood claimed that 
the league was unwilling to give them a 
hearing. 
Mr. 
Spalding’s letter, 
with 
Mr. W ard’s reply, are given below and 
explain the .-ituation:

B ard, President Players’

D e a r S i r : Referring to my letter to you 
of July 2 I find the following expression: 
“ ‘I would suggest that tho meeting of 
tho two committees be deferred until after 
the close of the championship season, or 
until the annual m eeting of the league, 
the exact time and place of such meeting 
to bo decided up >n as the time approaches. ’

with tho suggestion 
quoted above, I will be pleased to havo 
you name a date when it will be conve­ 
nient for your committee to meet the 
league committee and consider the sugges­ 
tion for 
which 
this 
committee 
was 
appointed.

“A. G. Spaulding, Esq.— M y D ear Sir: 
I am in receipt of your communication of 
the 27th. 
Last May the brotherhood ap­ 
pointed a committee to present certain 
grievances to the league and attem pt tc 
have them righted.

the league, and it so reported at a subse­ 
quent meeting of the brotherhood held 
July 14 and was according discharged.

League A gainst Brotherhood. 
The 
Minneapolis 
story 
about 
the 
brotherhood wanting St. Paul and Minne­ 
apolis to take the places of W ashington 
and Indianapolis in the United Business 
Association league of 1830 is not true. 
Brooklyn and Buffalo have been selected 
for the vacancies to be created. There was 
never any idea of putting a brotherhood 
team in Detroit^ although “ Buck” Ew ing 
did propose a descent on Cincinnati. 
If a 
northern team should be taken in B t 
Paul would be preferred, but Buffalo is a 
certainty and so almost is Brooklyn. 
Some of the Brooklyn club players are 
likely to join the brotherhocd and repudi- 
ata Brooklyn’s reserve this fall. 
Some of 
the St. Louis men w ill certainly do so. 
There is no longer any doubt that the 
brotherhood’s revolt will spread to the as­ 
sociation and that a despetato lase ball 
war will result. 
The brotherhood can only 
avert it by retracting its steps and resolv­ 
ing upon a policy of strict non-interfer­ 
ence and respect for American association 
contracts. 
The better element is begin­ 


ning to favor this idea. 
If the associa­ 
tion is raided there is a strong probability 
that the ttronger dabs in it| willgcombine 
with the stronger clubs in the league for a 
fight against the brotherhood and that but 
one league w ill oppose the brotherhood 
next season, with a 25-cent admission fee 
to gqmes, and clubs in New York, Phila­ 
delphia, 
Brooklyn, 
Boston, 
Cincinnati, 
Chicago, Pittsburg, and either Cleveland 
or S t Louis. 
The players of the S t Lquis 
team are so sore at this time that the first 
break ip their ranks may result in all the 
men throwing off the ties of reservation. 
Tho league policy at this time is that of 
filling the brotherhood men’s place? with 
the best young players to be obtained and 
playing at cheaper rates so as to diminish 
or wipe out all possible profits for tho 
brotherhood teams and thus bring dissen­ 
sions ipto their ranks. 
That the idea Qf a league and associa­ 
tion alliance against the brotherhood Is 
held cropped out in a recent talk with 
President Aaron Stern of the Cincinnati 
club.

A T im ep iece T h at W as B urled In A rctic 
Ice for Fofir Years. 
On the desk of Edson B. Brace, 
chief clerk of the bureau of equipment 
and recruiting in the navy department. 
is a little rosewood Case, bound and in­ 
laid with brass and bronze. 
It is in 
the form of a cube, about eighteen 
inches high, and contains a chronom­ 
eter such as is used on all naval ves­ 
sels. 
This little instrument has quite 
a tragic history, says the Washington 
Star, and is held of considerable value. 
It was the ship’s chronometer of the 
unfortunate Polaris, that was sent out 
on an arctic expedition by the navy 
department in 1871. When tho Pol­ 
aris was nipped in the ice, Capt. Hall 
saved this instrument and some other 
things from tho vessel. 
A9 long as 
Capt. Hall survived he kept the chro­ 
nometer with him. 
When he perished 
it was buried in the arctic snows and 
abandoned. 
This was some time in 
1872. 
For four winters it lay buried 
in the snow and ice. 
In 1876 Capt. Nares of the British 1 
navy, now Sir George Nares, then in 
command of the last royal expedition 
to the arctic region, discovered this 
chronometer at Newman's bay. 
He 
dug it out of the snow and took it to 
England with him on his return. 
It 
had then been buried in the snow for 
four years in a region where the mer­ 
cury sinks to 104 degrees below freez­ 
ing point. 
It was found to be in per­ 
fect order, and was wound and ran all 
right as soon as it was taken from its 
cold bed. 
On returning to England, 
Capt. Nares turned the instrument 
over to the British admiralty office, 
from whence it was sent as a present 
to this government. 
With all this ex­ 
perience it loses only a single second 
in 24 hours.

T he K in e o f W aterfall*. 
I must leave to some able writer the 
work of picturing to the world in suita­ 
ble language tho grandeur of what will 
soon be known as the highest waterfall 
in the world. 
It consist of three leaps 
in an almost direct line, but when 
standing about a quarter of a mile 
away it hastheappearanneof a straight 
leap with two breaks. 
The upper leaps 
are equidistant and the lower one 
shorter, 
Tho water issues from a nar. 
row defile in tho rock at the top of the 
precipice; it then makes one grand 
leap of 815 feet in a rocky basin on the 
face of the cliff; issuing forth once more 
it makes another fine leap of 751 feet 
and then goes tumbling headlong into 
one wild dash of 338 feet into the pool 
right at the foot of the precipice. It 
will thus be seen that the total height 
of the fall is 1,904 feet, thus making it 
tho highest waterfall that has yet been 
discovered in tho world. 
Proceeding right on to the pool at 
the food—hewn out, we are told, by 
tho heavy fall of water from the mound 
of stones and debris projected over in 
times of flood—at the expense, how­ 
ever, of getting drenched with the spray, 
a splendid view of the whole is ob­ 
tained, and when the sun is shining 
the effect is enhanced by a beautiful 
rainbow of colors of the most brilliant 
kind conceivable and nearly a full cu> 
cie in shape.
